of both Japanese and Chinese 
members “of the Council were 
heard. An unfavourable factor 
‘was later introduced by the an- 
nouncement from Chinese sources 
of the occupation of Harbin. This 
turned out to be incorrect. ‘The 
contradjetion must have had the 
feffect of showing the League that 
there were distinct limitations to 
its power of justly and effectively 
intervening, from such a great 
distance from the scene of the 
dispute. Yet the despatch of a 
Conmission of Inquiry, in the 
light of the Japanese and Amer- 
jean replies, could not be very, 
satisfactorily contemplated. 

The intervention of the League 
has had this definite resulé: it 
has impressed upon ‘Tokyo the 
necessity for preserving a strict 
correctness in the development of 
the measures taken in Manchuria 
to. maintain Japanese Treaty 
Tights. Those who appreciate the 
true significance of the vehe~ 
ment articles in the Japanese 
press, before and after the occu- 
pation of Mukden, cannot shut 
their eyes to the fact that the 
real intention behind the mov 
was in excess of the interpret 
tion now sought to be put upon it 
by the Foreign Office at Tokyo. 
Indeed the statement, released in 
the course of last week to the effect 
that the Japanese Cabinet had 
held an extraordinary  mecting 
and decided to put a check on 
the movements of Japanese milite 
ary forces in Manchuria, reveal- 
feds gratifying re-adjustment, of 
Japanese dispositions in defe 
fence to the obvious wishes of the 
League. Up to that point the 
League may be said to have given 
suitable attention to the repre+ 
sentations of the Chinese Gov- 
Jernment. On Saturday, however, 
the League was brought sharply 
to realise the danger of proceed 
jing too far. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment, secure in thelr new re- 
falisation, of the blunder to which 
‘they had been almost. inextricab- 
ly committed, contended that the 
position was’ exclusively one for 
iscussion between Nanking gpd 
‘Tonye., ‘The frst reaction of the 
Council to this discovery was to 
express the belief that the issue 
might be safely taken out of its 
hands. ‘The persistence of the 
Chinese delegate in declining this 
solution may be held to be miain- 
ly responsible for what, ina 
sense, may be regarded asa post- 
Ponement of that. final  vérdiet. 
Now it is not expected that, the 
League will make its decision 
until to-day or to-morrow. Ib ap- 
pears that the issue turns main- 
ly on Article XI (2) of the Cove- 
nant which runs:

The League is expected, by some, 
to hold the view that’ with the 
presentation of the respective 
opinions of China and Japan and 
the acceptance by both countries of 
the League's advice of last week, 
‘the League's responsibility has 
been -discharged. Whether that 
is the ultimate decision remains 
to be seen, but it is clear that 
the League, having given thé mat- 
ter very earnest consideration 
fand having, in no small. degree, 
vindicated its own principles, will 
Jdesixe to efrain from moro in- 
‘timate contact with the problem. 

Expectations too readily enter 
tained here maybe damyedd by 
this result, China, however, 
vould do weil calmly to weigh up 
the gains and disappointments of 
the week. ‘The representations 
made by her to the Leagtie have 
secured for her the intense moral 
advantage of inducing Japan to 
fadopt a far more conciliatory at- 
titude than could have been de- 
duced from the manner of the 
‘occupajion of Mukden. ~The 
widespread resentment’ felt in 
China at the indignity to which 
the coiintry has been exposed’ has 
‘been expressed in teins utiimis- 
takable and impressive. Not the 
Jeast valuable asset on China's 
side has been the remarkable 





















































the League had taken up the 
ter in real ‘earnest and the views 
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restraint displayed by the peo 
ple at large. ‘There have heen 
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unwise speeches, even more un-! 
wise proposals—the idea of re- 
viving the boycott of Japanese! 
goods, the rashly impractical sug- 
gestions of declaring war are 
conspicuously in the mind at the 
moment—but, on the whole, the| 
Government's appeal to abstain 
from ‘provocative action has been| 
loyally observed. There are 
sound reasons. If the Japanese 
Government have the intentions| 
so widely attributed to them by| 
the Chinese, nothing could flat- 
ter those intentions more com 
pletely than ill-considered acts of 
violerit but ineffectual protest 
against Japanese fationals or 
Tapanese property here. It is} 
unfortunate that Chinese official 
spokesmen have, in some re- 
spects, gone beyond their brief 
in endeavouring to use the op-| 
portunity for reaffirming their 
dissent from certain Treaty ar- 
vangements, or rather the inter- 
pretation placed on those arrange- 
ments by Japan. This emphati 

ly is not the time for the ven- 
tilation of those views, especially] 
as Japan has sedulously refrain- 
ed from producing before the| 
League her own charges of] 
treaty obligations unfulfilled. 
Nor has the League been greatly’ 
assisted by the conflicting and, 
oceasionally, wild statements 
made through semi-official sources, 
regarding the actual course of 
events in Manchuria. There the 
position stands at the moment. 
‘The Chinese Government will do 
well ‘to consider how they can 
best consolidate the gains they 
have’ undoubtedly secured 
through the good offices of the! 
League, They will note, no 
doubt, as difficult factor iu the 
situation, that the two countries 
‘most ‘intimately concerned in the 
dispute—apart from the princi- 
pals—are outside the jurisdiction 
of the League. ‘Therefore if the 
gains are retained and, should 
the verdict so suggest, the friendly 
offer of Japan to enter into direct 
negotiations accepted, Nanking] 
should be able to turn the present 
crisis to good account. ‘This will 
be all the more possible if it be 
borne fn mind, that, — whatever 
may be the criticisms to be pass- 
ed on recent Japanese policy, 
there are, and long have been, 
u' grounds for Japanese 
dissatisfaction with “ develop- 
ments, of which some have been 
beyond the direct control of 
Nanking but others have been 
immediately attributable to in- 
sufficient attention paid to the 
ordinary requirements of diplo- 
matio intercourse. Efforts to 
view the situation in this calm 
and dispassionate light should 
be abundantly rewarded, to the 
benefit of both countries ‘and the 
progress of the Far East. 


















































LOOKING FORWARD 
Sept. 

General Smuts, as the spirit- 
ual father of the League of 
Nations, as a philosopher and a 
botanist in his leisure moments, 
brings to the hundredth presi- 
itship of the British Associa- 
tion a versatility which 
specially. appropriate at this 
hour. Six years ago he was 
President of the South African 
‘Association for the  Advance- 
‘ment of Science, so his premo- 
tion to the head of the parent 
body has been well-earned. He 











was able, in his presidential ad-| yj 


dress, to’ bring the mind of the 
practical statesman and lawyer] 
to bear on the philosophical 
issues of the moment. He looked 
back to the year of Faraday and, 
in so doing, he really looked 
forward, He was able to remind 
the present generation that the 
woes of yesterday afforded a 
guide to the woes of to-day and, 
thus, the possible recovery of 
to-morrow could be contemplat- 
ed. Let a passage be quoted 
from the Annual Register of 
1820: 

“Tho ordinary rate of expense 
in every portion of the commu- 
nityhiad increased much beyond 
what the same classes would 
formerly have demanded and 
conceived it necessary and right, 
‘to indulge in.” ‘ 

In_ that period, following a 
European, War on a then unpre- 
cedented scale, there’ were dis- 
eussions of the urgent need of 


se 





vices, of currency reform, of the 
desirability of making posterity 
pay. Parliament wrestled with 
pensions, sinkii 

versions. 
‘customed the nation to a stand- 
ard of living from which it was 
reluctant to depart. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer wi 
called upon to retrench and, at 
the same time, to spend more 
money on social services. Gen 
eral ‘Smuts rightly points out| 
that relatively that time of de- 
pression in Great Britain—and 
other countries—was no less 
poignant than the strain of to- 
day. Science came to the rescue 














with the inventions which it 
made possible. It opened: out 
wondrous new fields of en- 


deavour. 

In this age Great Britain has 
an advantage denied to he: in 
that one. Since 1831 there has 
been a greater pooling of the 
national resources of mind and 
sinew. Amore corporate na- 
tional feeling has been created. 
In 1931, the King and the Royal 
Family give the lead to retrench-| 
ment of personal expenditure, 
In 1811 the contribution made by 
George IV (then Regent) was to 
give a fete “the most splendid and| 
expensive ever seen.” Six years} 
later he celebrated his birthday 
In specially’ gorgeous mavner. 
It is true that steps were taken 
to ensure thay the luxury all 
came from home manufactures, 
with the idea of stimulating em: 
Foyment. The distinction 
tween wasteful and productive’ 
expenditure had not then dawn-| 
ed on even the advisers of His’ 
Majesty. To-day it is more 
generally understood, although 
at times wasteful—and pro- 
vocativeextravagances are ex: 
cused on the ground that they 
“circulate money” or perform 
some other absurd acrobatics) 
which may soothe uneasy con- 
sciences but irritate political) 
conomists. It should be obsery- 
ed that in 1831 the franchise 
had not been broadened in its) 
basia and yet the principles of 
economy were. far less. eue- 
cessfully studied than to-day, 
When’ that’ much-eritieised and 
wrongly-described “flapper vote” 
haunts the slumbers of the 
worshippers of the’ past. Then, | 
too, the evils of pauperisation 
were dimly perceived by think- 
ers but the remedy for them was 
not to hand. Great Britain had 
to go through many years of in- 
dustrial education—mainly with 
the help of ‘social reformers and 
the pioners of trade unionism— 
before a. more reasonable at- 
ide towards the worker be- 
came acceptable. 

The failure of the Labour| 
Government to tackle the problem) 
now being so manfully handled by) 
Mr. MacDonald and his colleagues 
is taken to mean more than the 
‘inexperience of the Party behind) 
It is airily ascribed to the| 
‘delinquencies of the trade unions, 
‘to the cult of class-consciousness, 
to the influence of communism) 
and to the general irresponsibility 
of the mass of the voters. This 
amiable ‘shifting of the blame| 
does not find endorsement from 
the state of things which Gen- 
eral Smuts detected in the cen- 
tury left behind. In 1831, if any 
Minister were told that the Gov- 
ernment of the day would confer] 
with the economic experts work-| 
ing on the staff of the Trade| 
ion Congress, he would rub| 
his eyes and inquire whether he 
was in bedlam. It will be gen- 
rally agreed that the late Labour| 
Government's inabi to tackle/ 
the problem of the unregulated| 
“dole” was an important cont 
butory eats of the crisis,

ment insurance has been wrongly 
stigmatised by the use of the 
‘word “dole.”

Where it has become a “dole” i 
‘where abuses have been allowed 
to creep in by rash executive ac- 
tion, by lewal decisions on bad 
draftsmanship and by  reckless| 
lelection pledges.

This} 
should be recognised at this mo- 
ment for there is a clear danger’ 
in arousing any form of class 
warfare over the issue. If the| 
trade unions have their class-| 
conseiousness unduly developed, 
it would be unfair to turn a blind 
eye to the existence—over a much 
longer period than the life of| 
trade unionism—of a_ similar} 
‘quality in other quarters. The! 
‘great merit of the Great Britain 
of to-day is that class barriers] 
have been s0 largely broken down.| 
Tt seems to be no anomaly that an 
ex-railwayman should be Secre- 
tary of State for the Dominions, 
that an ex-police constable should 
be Controller of His Majesty's 
Household, or an ex-moulder-ap- 
prentice should hold the portfolio, 
as he did till recently, of Foreign’ 
Affairs and should now be the! 
Leader of His Majesty's Opposi- 
tion. The-reason why there is 50 
much confidence in the ability of 
the British nation to weather the 
present storm is because it ha: 
been able to maintain and, now, 
revive that one creature of the 
lwar-effort which may be regard- 
spiritual value: 
of the trenches. 








Mr. Henderson assure the Prime| 
Minister that the Opposition’ 
were with the Government in| 
the great decision taken on Mon- 
day. It rides superior to the 
petty assertions of class-superior~ 
ity on one side or the other. So 
that, when the talk is of a Gen: 
eral’ Election, the atmosphere is} 
as far removed from that heated 
clash of class hatreds character- 
istic of revolutionary struggles.

Facile upholders of the gospel of| 
the “survival of the fittest’ 
convenient way of shelving 
obligations to humanity are apt, 
just now to believe that their 
tattered banner can be raised 
aloft again. ‘They will be dis- 
appointed. "Whether Mr. Bald- 
win, Mr. Lloyd George or Mr. 
Henderson succeeds. Mr. Mac- 
Donald eventually, there will be} 
still insistence on ‘the equality of 
sacrifice. And the spirit of the| 
trenckes will prevail.

the energy of supporters of that} 
creed. It is true that the ferce| 
snxieties of the last few months| 
thrown the League of Na-| 
ons in a sense into the back- 
ground.

The French visit to. Berlin 
has for its admitted object the} 
cultivation of closer relationships! 
with Germany. There will be no} 
rash attempt to make any far- 
reaching agreement out of tune| 
with certain strong currents of] 
opinion in both countries. — The} 
prospect of French co-operation| 
in the rehabilitation of Germany's} 
industry is by no means fantastic. 
France has the capital; Germany| 
has the resources which require| 
that aid to their development, Oni 
the side of France there is that] 
very lively feeling that the politic-| 
al fervour of certain European| 
countries needs calming if disas-| 
ter is to be averted. Not lightly! 
can French statesmen regard the| 
ominous signs of isolation con- 
fronting them to the east of their| 
frontier and beyond. |The sug- 
sestion that the dictatorship of| 
Europe is within their grasp is| 
an empty tribute the fallacy of| 
which they are not likely to 
ignore. They realise too that the| 
nower of the purse strings—or of 
the gold imperium—ean be 
wrecked by the mere enforcement} 
f its will too drastically. In| 
She last few weeks, there” has 
‘seen a clear change in the out 
‘ook of many European countries! 
towards the problems which affect 
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eatastrophe is to be avoided 
there must be greater and not ‘ 
less concentration on the process 
lof pooling resonrees and getting 
fwoxether. There will have to be 
fa.ruthless revision of many. pre- 
Jeonceived ideas and, particularly, 
of attitudes adopted towards new 
forees which are making _them- 
selves vigorously felt. This does 
not mean a scrapping of existing 
institutions but rather the vindl- 
cation of their inherent soundness 
by giving them greater adapt 
ability. That European states: 
men are not afraid to face this 
challenge is to be gathered from 
the visit now being paid te 
Berlin, ‘The Prime Minister of 
France is a man whose reputa- 
tion is rapidly increasing, Hie 
chief host has already earned 
esteem for the courage and re- 
source with which he has Ted the 
new Germany through many seri 
ous internal difficulties, Dr. 
Curtius, the other day, gained the 
car of Geneva with his frank exe 
position of the needs of Germany 
and of the necessity for Europe 
to ensure the fulfilment of those 
needs. M. Briand, the foremost of 
Europe's internationalists and a 
brilliant representative of the new 
school of Foreign Minister, may 
be relied upon to complete the in- 
terchange of views, in the light 
of the dangers ahead, It is easy 
for the critics to sit back, to 
Point to the mistakes of the past 
‘and the illusions of the presents 
They can do nothing else, For 
no responsible statesman to-day 
would willingly give his coun: 
tenance to a policy of drift, It 
is at least a proof of the pre- 
vailing influence of Stresemann

MICHAEL FARADAY 





Yesterday was pi 
article" by a distinguished 
engineer, well known to Shang- 
hai, on ‘the work of “Michael 
Faraday, the centenary. of. 
‘whose discovery is now being 
celebrated in England. As was 
noted in these columns on the 
appropriate day, it was on 
August 29, 1831, that Faraday 
discovered’ electro-magnetic in- 
duction, ‘and the remarkable 
feature’ of his work lies in the 
fact that no more than three 
months from the first develop- 
ment of the new idea he brought 
it to a state of perfect maturity.

The first ‘period of his dis- 
¢overies lasted ten years, and 
‘then, in 1841, he took a much| 
needed; rest. ‘Four years later! 
he entered upon his second 
‘great period of research, when 
he. -discovered. the effect of 
magnetism on polarised tight 
and the phenomena of dia- 
magnetism. Persistence was! 
the keynote of his long research-_ 
es. and the -concentration 
which he displayed has been an 
inspiration to those who follow-| 
ed after him, 

Born in Newington, he was a 
Londoner, but his parents came 
from Yorkshire where his father 
had worked as a_ blacksmith. 
Faraday was apprenticed to 2 
bookbinder and it was in that 

id occupation that he turned 
his attention to the experimental 
study of nature. It was atten- 
dance at lectures by Sir| 
Humphrey Davy, the inventor of| 
the famous lamp, which set, him 
first on the road to the study of 
science. This adventure was 
encouraged by one of the 
customers of his employer's 
bindery, and this customer’ 
name deserves to be linked in 
memory with Faraday himself. 
It was a Mr. Dance, of whom 
there apparently is very littl 
known, except that Dance con- 
sistently encouraged the young 
bookbinder to get in touch with 
Humphrey Davy and so enlarge 
jhisselentific training. — He 
worked a3 a journeyman book-| 
binder until March, 1813, a year 
after his attendance ‘at_ the 
lectures by Sir Humphrey Davy, 
and then he was appointed, on 
Davy's recommendation, to’ the 
laboratory of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Great Britain. He died 
at Hampton Court on August 25, 
1867, and was buried at High: 
sate’ Cemetery, 

It is manifest from this brief 
account of Faraday’s career 
that besides having a brilliant 
scientific mind he also had 
‘qualities which attracted the 
sympathy and friendship of 
those around him. One critic 
writes that Faraday “paid as 
much attention to the cultivation 
of friendship and his religious 
duties as to his sefentific re- 
searches.” The critic adds: “His 
letters and conversation were 
always full of whatever could 
awaken a healthy interest and 
free from anything that might! 
arouse jill feeling.” Self-aeser- 
tion and pride were entirely tor- 
eign to his nature, He never 
disdained to accept correction, 
and he employed every possible 
‘expedient, ‘however humble, to 
improve his work. Most notable 
of all, when he found that age 
was asserting its influence he 
promptly recognised the falling 
off from his own standard of 
efficiency and he left his selen- 
tifle pursuits to devote himself 
to the less exacting duties of 
friendship. It is fitting that a 
man of this type, to whose dis- 
jeoveries the whole world to-day 
‘stands in debt, should be honour.

RIVER MYSTERY AT 
‘TSITSIKAR 


From Our Own Connesroxnent 


Harbin, Sept, 12, 
Taitsikar Chinese merchants re- 
port that for the first time in the 
History of Manchuria a steam yess! 
has. made its way up. the Nonni 
iver above Tsitsikar and into its 
‘tributary, the Gang-he. This. small 
steamer arrived ‘at Tsitsikar from 
Harbin and after taking on coals 
and. provisions, proceeded ‘on "its 
Yoyage ot adventure in unknown 
"The banks of the Nonni are in-| 
fested with “bandits who claim 
tribute from every passing junk 
Which is argo. irom 
‘Tsitsikar to Mergen, a distance of 
about $40 miles. The stream runs| 
swift pace making it hard work 
to ‘sail against the current "and 
therefore bandits have every chance 
of, stopping vessels and. demanding 
tribute.” Jank owners state that on 
the voyage they have thrown. as 
much as 00 eases of kerosene over 
Domrd #0 as to save themselves from 
Deing killed by the banaits Who are 
‘well armed, 

"The appearance of a steam vessel 
on the iver filed bandits and peas- 
fants with surprise, but as she show- 
ed the barrels of two machine guns,

The mysterious vessel kept 
steadily on her course and took no 
hotiee of the armed bandits on the 
Danks of the ‘river, Making her 
sway carefilly up the Gang-he, some 
‘of her crew landed and made a jour- 
hey into the interior of the country, 
but for what purpose, nobody seems 
to know. After. spending several 
days, apparently exploring, the 
party returned fo the steamer and| 
ade all haste back to Tsitsikar 
and ‘thence. proceeded to Harbin. 

‘The Chinese morchants state 
that ‘the man. in ‘command. was | 
foreigner, probably an Englishman, 
Dut the object of the trip was kep*| 
secret, the Chinese skipper of the 
steam vessel having no. iden why 
he was ordered to go. up inte un-

and came out again ‘with a rifle,

‘The foreigners decid- 
ed to anchor and watch the pro- 
ceedings. Men came out of the hut | 
and hung out clothes to dry, while 
others seemed to be fishing and 
having dinner, On the opposite 
‘bank of the river there was a sail- 
jing boat with some men coing 
nothing, and as all seemed quiet, 
the foreigners decided to go on, but 
barricaded themselves behind barrels 
of oll and other goods, Mr. Witt| 
‘carrying a Winchester rifle and two 
‘colt revolvers, Just above the hut. 
there was a high bank and as there, 
vwas a lot of sand in the river, it was] 
necessary for the motor boat to 
pass close to the river bank. As 
as this spot ‘was reached 
ail of bullets struck the boat, some 
from the hut, and some from the 
bank. Not daring to show their’ 
heads the passengers kept under 
‘cover, but at the crucial moment the 
fhelmsman, a. Chinese, lost his nerve 
dashed into the cabin. 

‘The motor boat then rushed into 
a sandbank exactly opposite the hut 
and as nobody dared move, the 
‘motor continued to work at full

Ariving the boat firmer into

fusilades the bandits gave up firing,

NEW PASSPORT MUDDLE 


Chinese ‘Take Document from 
Foreigner 


Citizens “of nations which have 
not concluded treaties with China 
fare facing the danger of having. 

passports confiscated by Na- 
tionalist Government officials, as 
well as other varied complications, 

‘became known in Shanghai yes- 
tenlay as the result of this action 
having been taken recently at 
Tsingtao against a national of 
Lithuania, 

Although a Chinese foreign pass- 
port has been issued the Lithuanian 
in place of his own national docu- 
ment, he is virtually a man without 
country and marooned in China, 
‘as no foreign consul here will grant} 
‘him a visa or permit him to enter 
their boundaries, 

The case in question was pre- 
ipitated when a Mr, Shabalin, al 
Lithuanian resident in Harbin, ob- 
tained a nationality passport some 
weeks ago from the Lithuanian 
‘consul in that eity for the purpose 
of proceeding to Germany as a 
student. Previous to his departure 
from Harbin, Mr. Shabalin secured 
visas from the British, French Ger-| 
man, Italian and Swiss consulates: 
permitting him to visit those coun- 
tries en route. Having booked a 
passage on a French line steamer 

ling from this city on September 
26, he left for Shanghai, arri 
here on September 10. 

Finding he would have to wait 
several weeks for his ship to, sail 
‘Mr. Shabalin decided to visit Tsing. 
tao in the interim and landed there 
‘a few days later. On presentation 
of his Lithuanian document | to 
officials of the Bureau of Public

ar your readers.” On a. houseboat

But, we see with fear and tremb-

‘the world’s gold aceamulate in two 
places of the globe, namely in New 
York and Paris—and on its yellow 
treasures lies threateningly French 
militarism like the dragon -Fafnir 
on the Nibelungen hoard on Nyfel 
Heath—but gold has also played us 
the trick of suddenly rising 40 per 
cent, in Value and smashing all 
world prices—of first of all, as by 

, inereasing the debt burdens 
by almost half, s0 that the posses- 
sors of gold at tho. present day 
belong to those of whom the Bible 
says—""For whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have 
‘more abundance,” One cannot help 
agreeing with the Englishman who 
said. that humanity is at. present 








to society and the State. ‘They ean, 
justly point out that gold currency 
hhas no chance at all of effecting its 
purpose, as the reparations and war

Fortunately, America 
is not only the greatest gold owner, 
bat also the greatest producer and 
owner of silver. Moreover, it is 
dependent.on the markets of South 
‘America and of the Far East i.e. 
‘also on the purchasing power of 
silver. As English and- American 
Interests conform in this respect, 
the prospects for a silver age are 
not unfavourable. Gold has proved 
too much of a failure for a tendency 
towards revolt not to be powerfully 
manifest. It has failed to bring 
‘about the very thing which was 
expected of it, namely, the stabilisa- 
tion of prices, the secure basis of 
econsmic life, ‘but-under its sceptre 
the world . has experienced the 
greatest price revolution, and the 
mest grotesque incompatibilities.. 
‘Then one remembers good old silver, 
‘the magnificent middle class of pre- 
War days. And Germany has no 
‘reasons whatsoever to come forward 
as a defender of gold. Because in 
‘the first place we have none, in the 
second place there is no prospect 
fof us obtaining any, in tho third 
place, however, the gold craze has 
jalmost doubled our political and 
‘commercial debts, and in the fourth 
place we have no Siegfried to slay 
the dragon Fafnir on the Gallic 
Nyfel Heath. If, therefore, a de- 

intion of gold could be achieved 
‘with the aid of silver,’ we would 
hhave no objections particularly not 
if we were to be in the company of 
‘the two great partners England and 
Ameri 























about the change. Some are in 
favour of a complete revolution, of 
a coup d'etat which casts off gold 
‘and enthrones silver as the sole 
standard metal. They have the 
‘great advantas 
‘snares of a double currency. Others 
‘are contemplating a kind of price 
[stabilisation of silver as goods. 
Perhaps by means of @ world silver 
trust or a silver board, and similar 
ways and means.

For company I had the gardener-
